The  ceremonies  on  the  evening  of  December  9th,  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  opening  of  the  Old  San  Francisco  Mint  as  a museum  on  its  One  Hundreth  Anniversary 
were  indeed  impressive.  From  the  film  to  the  cutting  of  the  birthday  cake,  events 
moved  smoothly.  In  addition  to  the  exhibits  in  the  hall,  many  rooms  had  their 
^ ^ own  special  presentations.  The  coining  process  was  well  laid  out  and  we  even  tried 
our  hand  at  striking  medals  there.  The  thick  granite  walls  explained  why  the  building 
was  able  to  survive  the  earthquake  of  1906. 

Naturally,  the  place  that  attracted  our  greatest  attention  was  the  room  containing 
the  exhibit  of  the  CLIFFORD-KAGIN  COLLECTION  of  PIONEER  & TERRITORIAL 
GOLD  (the  largest  and  finest  collection  in  existence).  The  specially  built  cases  for 

the  display  of  the  collection  reflect  the  time  and  attention  given  to  the  project  by 

the  curator  of  the  Mint.  Many  of  those  viewing  the  collection  expressed  their  interest 
by  the  length  of  time  spent  there. 

Don  attended  the  sale  of  the  Gibson  and  Beck  collections  of  Pioneer  & Territorial 
Gold  to  see  if  any  specimens  could  be  acquired  that  would  improve  the  Clifford-Kagin 
collection.  The  number  of  bidders  and  new  record  prices  set  reflected  the  current 
strong  interest  in  this  series. 

There  are  a number  of  choice  coins  and  currency  in  this  sale  which  should  attract 
the  attention  of  the  advanced  collector  as  well  as  the  “type”  collector.  While  the 
market  has  slowed  down  the  precipitous  rise  in  values  taking  place  in  1974,  the  number 
of  want  lists  on  hand  reflects  the  current  strong  demand  for  the  rare  and  choice  specimen. 

We  believe  further  advances  in  prices  will  take  place  in  this  category,  particularly  as 

the  year  progresses.  Last  year,  the  spectacular  advances  in  May  sparked  the  phenominal 
market  througli  the  fall  season.  Most  predictions  we  see  state  that  inflation  will  resurge 
this  summer  or  fall  and  will  be  reflected  in  coin  values.
